entered the Senate of the United States together, thir­ 
teen years ago, sat six years in seats next to each oth­ 
er, were always personally friendly, generally acted to­ 
gether on leading subjects, and always interchanged 
communications, and reciprocated confidence ; and thus 
occupying a position to give me an opportunity of be­ 
coming thoroughly acquainted with his principles, and 
character, the result of the whole has been, that 1 have 
long since considered him, and so indicated him to my 
friends, as the most fit and suitable person to fill the 
presidential chair after the expiration of President Jack­ 
son’s second term. 
In political principles he is tho­ 
roughly democratic, and comes as near the Jeffersonian 
standard as any statesman now on the stage of public 
life, 
lu abilities, experience, and business habits, he 
is beyond the reach of cavil or dispute. Personally, he is 
inattuekable ; for the whole volume of his private life 
contains not a single act which requires explanation, or 
defence. 
In constitutional temperament lie is peculiarly 
adapted to the station and the times ; for j#o human be­ 
ing could be more free from every taint o f envy, ma­ 
lignity, or revenge ; or couid possess, in a 
mote emi­ 
nent degree, that conjunction of firmness of purpose, 
with suavity of maimers, which contributes so much to 
the successful administration of public atfairs, and is so 
essential and becoming, m a high public functionary.— 
1 he State from which he comes, und of which, succes­ 
sive elections for two and twenty years prove him to be 
the favorite son, is also to be taken into the account in

1827, openly characterized that measure as a political 
manoeuvre to influence the impending presidential elec­ 
tion ; and the graphic expression “ a measure proceed­ 
ing more from the closet of the politician, than from the 
workshop ot the manufacturer,” so opportunely and fe­ 
licitously used in that speech, soon became the opinion 
ot the public, and subsequently received the impress *»fi 
verification from the abandonment, and the manner o f 
abandoning, of the whole fabric of the high tariff poli­ 
cy. 
Failing to carry any body into the presidential 
chair, its doom pronounced by the election o f Jackson 
and \ an Buren, it was abandoned, as it bad been creat­ 
ed, upon a poutical calculation ; and expired under a 
fiat emanating, not from the workmanship of the manu­ 
facturer, but from the closet of the politician. 
True, 
that Mr Van Buren voted for the tariff o f 1828, not­ 
withstanding his speech of 1827 ; but, equally true, that
